DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 66-102 (renumbered as claims 1-37) are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance; 

Regarding claims 66, 69 and 74 (renumbered 1, 4 and 9- respectively), please see 
reasons for allowance in office action #12 dated 3/12/04. 

Regarding claims 75, 89, 99-102 (renumbered 10, 24, 34, 35, 36 and 37- 
respectively), the closest prior art of record (US 5,546,445) was overcome by a terminal 
disclaimer. Any other prior art of record do disclose a cellular communication network 
comprising a plurality of cell sites and a plurality of mobile units for radio frequency 
communication between said cell sites and mobile units, at least one of said cell sites 
receiving an identification of a specific mobile unit, said cellular communication network 
communicating with said mobile unit via a cell site chosen based upon signal strength. 
However, the prior art of record fails to specifically disclose alone or in combination, a 
positioning system obtaining a position for said specific mobile unit identifying an exact 
geographic location of the specific mobile unit, a data storage system for recording said 
exact geographic location arid speci fic mobile unit identi fication for use in subsequent 
services.
